Time-Rate Basis : 


Whereas certain proposals to revise the minimum 
rates of wages payable to the employees employed 
in the various categories of work in respect of the 
Scheduled employment viz . Employment under 
Cashew Factories and Establisi ments , in the Union 
territory of Goa , Daman Diu were published at pages 
93 --- 94 of the Extraordinary Official Gazette of the 
Government of Goa , Daman and Diu , Series I, No. 9 
dated 4th June , 1983 under Notification No. 25 / 16 / 
/82- ILD - IV , dated 21-5-83 as required by clause (b ) 
of sub ( 1 ) of section 5 of the Minimum Wages Act, 
1948 (Central Act 11 of 1948 ) for the information 
of, and inviting objections and suggestions from the 
persons, likely to be affected thereby, till the expiry 
of the period of two months from the date of publi 
cation of the said Notification in the Official 
Gazette ;

Now , Therefore, in exercise of the powers con 
ferred by clause ( b ) of sub - section ( 1 ) of section 3 
read with sub - section ( 2 ) of section 5 of the Mini 
mum Wages Act, 1948 (Central Act 11 of 1948 ) . 
and in supersession of Government Notification No. 
1 / 227 /73-76 -LAB / (MW ) / 1062, dated 7th July , 1976 , 
published in the Official Gazette No. 16 , Series I, 
lated 15th July , 1976 , the Government of Goa , 
Daman and Diu after consulting the Advisory Board 
hereby revises the minimum rates of wages as

( 23 ) Shelling or any analogous Rs. 0.75 per kg : with 
work 

the work load of 10 kg 
of unbroken kernels 
for 8 hours subject to 
75 per cent of wages 
shall be paid as fall 
back wages . 


v ) The minimum rates of wages payable to an 
adolescent certified to work as an adult shall be same 
as an adult. In case he or she is certified to work as 
an adolescent only , the rate of wages payable shall 
be 75 per cent of the minimum rates of wages fixed 
for 412 hours work per day . 


vi) Where part- time workers are employed , they 
should be paid pro -rata wages in accordance with 
the number of hours of work done . 


Conditions : 
,1) Where in any area or establishment Scheduled 
employment wages fixed under this notification are 
lower than the wages fixed by the Central Govern 
ment or by agreement or settlement or contract pr 
: Contractor s regulations attached to the conditions 

of contract , the higher rate would be payable as 
Minimum Wages under this Notification . *** 


vii ) Where payment is made on piece - rate basis for 
any of the categories for which time- rate is fixed , 
the wages of the employees shall not be less than the 
minimum time rate fixed for a normal day s work .
